Boyne City Commissioners 
had to make a decision at the 
Tuesday noon meeting that may 
cost the city as much as $35,000 
from the general fund. 

The city approved the submit- 
ting of a full grant application 
that, if approved, would tie all 
three downtown parks together 
under one umbrella and allow 
for needed improvements in all 
of the parks. 

The plan being submitted 
would be for a Land and Soil 
in the 
amount of $250,000. Half of the 
money: would come from the 
fund while the rest of it would be 
paid for by in-kind work, 
donations, and the $35,000 from 
the general fund. 

What the city would be get- 
ting with the grant would be a 
boardwalk along the river from

MEAT 

Americans have always been 
a meat-eating people. I suppose 
it goes back to the cave man 
roasting his game over the cam- 
pfire. Here is a quote from an old 
cook book. Our food vocabulary 
has always inspired our authors. 
“In his own grease, I made him 
fry.” Chaucer. 

Never before in time have we 
had so many choices in good cuts 
of meat. I have visited our local 
supermarkets recently looking 
for lamb, and veal because a 
number ef people have asked me 


* about where to get these meats. 


All of the markets in our area do 
have both lamb and veal; they 
order them regularly, However, 
you usually need to ask for them 
as they are not displayed all of 
the time. 

The price puts them into a 
luxury class though lamb 
especially is in demand for 
people who need to cut down on 
fat and cholesterol. 

Lamb chops are the favorite 
cut and a leg of lamb is available 
at most. markets. At the time of 
the Civil War there were more 
sheep than people in the U.S. 
They have declined in number 
greatly since and good mutton 
chops are a rarity today. 

Here is a delicious recipe for 
lamb lovers, Mint is always a 
compliment to lamb. 

Minted Lamb Chops 
Ye cup dry white wine 
% cup water 
2 tablespoons veg. oil 
1 small onion, finely chopped 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 tablespoon chopped fresh mint 
leaves or 1 tsp. dried mint leaves 
1 teaspoon dried rosemary, 
crumbled 
Ye teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
8 shoulder lamb chops 

In small bow] combine wine, 
water, oil, onion, garlic, mint, 
rosemary, salt and pepper; mix 
well. Place chops in plastic bag 
or shallow dish; pour in 
marinade. Cover. Refrigerate 
overnight, turning as often as 
possible. “ Drain: reserve 
marinade. Grill chops four to six 
inches over medium-high heat 20 
to 25 minutes; turn and brush of- 
ten with reserved marinade.

“I couldn't get the community 
to come into my store to see 
what I was carrying and offering 
for sale, no matter what I adver- 
tised, where I advertised or 
when,” he continued. 

Now this conversation. took 
place in a different city, but 
much of the same thing can and 
does happen here in northern 
Michigan. 

Many people come into the 
area to start, to buy an existing, 
or to try to resurrect some other 
person's mistakes. 

I always try to remember the 
“Three and out” plan when I run 
into symptoms like that. And I 
try to have the same sort of 
sympathy I would for anyone 
who wants to get into a business 
here in the northland, especially 
if they are from southern 
Michigan and used to having a 
job that makes them a lot richer 
than most of us here in the nor- 
th. 

It ain't easy. 

But then, no one said it would 
be. 

To those wanting to start a 
business around here, we wish 
them all the luck, and good in- 
tentions, but caution them that 
unlike starting a business where 
millions of people live, it’s a lot 
different around here. 

First, we don’t have all the 
people that will come only once 
toa store. 

If someone does come into a 
business, that business should 
treat the customer as if he or she 
were a member of the royalty. 
Service is what we are talking 
about, interested in what they 
want to-purchase, 

I have always said that a 
business should cater to the 
customer. Find out what they 
want, and what price they will 
be willing to pay.. 

Many of the complaints I hear 
about businesses is that they 
charge too much for the same 
item a buyer can get cheaper ina 
another city. It may be true in 
some cases, but most 
businessmen set a sales: price 
which allows them to remain ‘in 
business, whether the store ‘is 


downstate or even further up . 


north.

But it is a strange thing, 
people do in their quest to save a 
buck or two to get the latest 
style.

Those 
in Traverse may go to Grand 


Rapids. Those in Grand Rapids

may go to Detroit or Chicago. 


Those folks may go to New 
York City, while those in New 
York may go to London or Paris. 

You see, the grass, in the min- 
ds of those looking for bargains, 
is always greener in the bigger, 
more cosmopolitan cities. 

So the argument of shopping 
close to home seems to be a moot 
point for the person who wants 
to see the world and all the sales 
being held in it at this time of 
the year. 

Sometimes I think it would be 


better for the area merchants to 
hold an annual Christmas sale 
about the middle of September, 
when the weather and the 
people willing to spend their 
money are still around. 

I guess I'm glad I am not a 
merchant, Trying to sell things 
to the average person would 
drive me batty. 

And the business I am in is 
doing a great job of that already.

Anemia warning for Mich. horse owners 


Reported cases of. 


Equine Infectious 
Anemia (ETA) in- 
creased 75 percent 
this year from 1985 
totals and Michigan 
_Department of 


Agriculture officials’ 


are urging owners to 
test their horses for 
the disease and ob- 
serve quaratine of in- 
fected animals. 

Acting State 
Veterinarian Dr. 
Robert Muir reports 
there is no known 
cure for horses afflic- 
ted with the often- 
fatal viral infection. 
EIA symptoms in- 
clude high fever and 
severe anemia. 

In 1985, 20 horses 
were infected with 
EIA. In the first ten 
months of 1986, 35 
horses have contrac- 
ted the disease. The 
majority of the infec 
ted horses were 
located 2 in 
southeastern Michi- 
gan, Muir added. 

Despite a healthy 
appearance, horses 


which recover from 
the disease continue 
to harbor the virus 
and may — suffer 
stress-related relap- 
ses and infect other 
horses. 

“Successful reduc- 
tion and elimination 
of the disease 
requires indentifying 
and isolating the 
carrier,” Muir said. 
“MDA recommends 
destroying all EIA- 
positive animals to 
eliminate any chance 
of spreading the 
disease.” 

The virus is spread 
through infected 
blood and the most 
common carriers are 
horseflies or 
mosquitos. MDA of.- 
ficials indicate 
syringes, surgical in- 
struments, dental 
floats and stomach 
tubes can also tran- 
smit the disease if not 
properly cleaned and 
disinfected between 
uses. A mare can also 
transit the disease to 
its foal.

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MDOT sets winter budget for maintenance 


With a cold, wet 
winter on the way, 
the: Michigan Depar- 
tment of Transpor- 
tation (MDOT) has 
budgeted $39 million 
to keep the highways: 
free of ice and snow. 

That figure is the 
same as the amount 
budgeted last year 
for the 9,500 mile 
state. highway 
system when ap- 
proximately 27 per- 
cent of the depar- 
ment's. maintenance 
budget was spent for 
winter activities. 
The winter budget 
allocation is based 
on an average expen- 
diture for the past 
three winters, plus 
inflation. 


Snow 
removal cost nearly 
$2,500 per mile of 
two-lane highway in 
an.average Season. 

Cleaning up after a 
major winter storm 
costs MDOT about 
$830,000 a day if it 
occurs on a weekday 
and as much as $1 
million a day on 
weekends and 
holidays. 

The department 
has an additional $7 
million contingency 
budget for the 62 
counties and 154 
cities which maintain 
state highways in 
their respective 
areas under contract 
with MDOT if the 
winter of 1986-87

proves harsher than 
usual. 


“We are attem- 
pting to minimize the 
use of salt as much as 
possible without af- 


fecting safety,” said 
Maurice E. Wit- 
teveen, MDOT's 


Chief of maintenance. 


“Employees from 
contract counties and 
MDOT maintenance 
garages underwent 
extensive training 
this year to learn how 
to reduce salt usage 
and eliminate un- 
necessary distribu- 
tion,” he said.

The city has a donation of 
$40,000 from area businessmen 
to build the shopper's dock. The 
city proposes to spend about 
$50,000 in in-kind labor and 
materials and equipment usage 
leaving the actual cost to the 
city of about $35,000.
